AMBASSADOR STEVENSON'S REQUEST FOR SECURITY COUNCIL MEEtthG* 
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Excellency: 


I have the honor to request an urgent meeting of the Security Council 
to deal with the dangerous threat to the peace and security of the world 
caused by the secret establishnent in Cuba by the Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics of launching bases and the installation of long-range ballistic 
missiles capable of carrying thermonuclear warheads to most of North and 
South America. : ᾿ 


The United States now has incontrovertible evidence that the USSR * 
has been installing in Cuba a whole series of facilities for Launching 
offensive nuclear missiles and other offensive weapons and installing the 
weapons themselves, These steps are far in sxcess of any conceivable 
defense requirements of Cuba. The Soviet action in establishing them 
sipnals an acceleration of the process by which the USSR has moved to 
snuff out the integrity and independence of the Cuban nation. The establish- 
ment of bases for nuclear missiles capable of raining thermonuclear destruc~ 
tion throughout most of the Western hemisphere constitutes a grave threat 
to the peace and security of this hemisphere and of the whole world. 


The size of the Soviet undertaking in establishing missiles and cther 
offensive weapens in Cuba makes clear that it was planned some months ago. 
Yet, throughout these months, the USSR has given repeated assurances, 
both in public and in private, that no offensive weapons were being 
delivered to Cuba. 


On September 11, 1962, the Soviet Union said in an official state- 
ment that "The armaments and military equipment sent to Cuba are designed 
exclusively for defensive purposes . . . there is no need for the Soviet 
Union to shift its weapons for the repulsion of aggression, for a 
retaliatory blow, to any other country, for instance Cuba... the 
Soviet Union has so powerful rockets to carry these nuclear warheads that 
there is no need fo search for sites for them beyond the boundaries of 
the Soviet Union." Similary, Foreign Minister Gromyko told the General 
Assembly on September 2) that any "sober minded man" knew that Cuba was 
not "building up her forces te such a degree that she can pose a threat 
to the United States, to the rassage of the United States to the Panama 
Canal, or elze a threat to any State of the Western Hemisphere . . 9 the 
aid rendered by the Soviet Union to Cuba to strengthen her independence 
dooz not pursue any of these goals either." ΝΣ : 


Upon satisfying itself as to the. deliberately. provocative steps which i 
have in fact been taken, δυο UnitédsStaldes Gévertment, hikes conménced a 


series of measures designed ἐδ, hakt:thie, osfenalye wutle-up. :° 
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The United States has called for a meeting of the Organ of Consulta- 
tion to invoke Articles 6 and 8 of the Rio Treaty. 4 


In order to give effect to the determination of the countries 
of the Western hemisphere, which they have recently reaffirmed, to safe- 
guard and defend the peace and security of the region against external 
interference and aggression, the United States is initiating a strict 
quarantine of Cuba to interdict the carriage of offensive weapons to that 
country. 


In accordance with ita sblirations under the United Nations Charter, 
the United States now brings before the Security Council the fact of nuclear 
missiles and other offensive weapons in Cuba, and proposes the prompt Ν᾿ 
and effective discharze of the Council's resvonsibilities for the main- 
tenance of international peace and security. 


What is at stake is the peace and security both of a single mgion 
and of the whole world. The developments of modern science and technology 
have created cepacities for catastrophic destruction, The diffusion of 
these capacities through the Soviet actions in Cuba can only be regarded 
as the gravest kind of threat to the peace. 


It should be the purpose of Security Council action to bring about 
the inmediate dismantling and withdrawal of the Soviet missiles and other 
offensive weapons in Cuba, under the supervision of United Nations observers, 
to nake it pessible to Lift the quarantine which 1s being put into effect. 
As part of this process, we are willing to confer with the Soviet Union 
on measures to remove the existing threat to the security of the Western 
hemisphere and the peace of the world. 


With these objectives in mind, the United States requests an urgent 
meeting of the Security Council. Attached is a draft resolution which 
the United States hereby presents to the Security Council.

‘Me Acting SECRETARY-GHIERAL: Today the United Nations faces a monent 
of grave responsibility. What 16 at Stake is not just the interests of the 
parties directly involved, nor just the interests of 41} Menber States, but the 
very fate of mukind. If today the United Nations should prove itself in- - 
effective, it may have proved itself so for all tine. 


Inu the circumstances, not only as Acting Secretary-Geueral of the United 
Nations but as a human being, I would be failing in my duty if I did not 
express my profound hope and conviction that moderation, self-restraint end 
good sense will prevail over all other considerations. 


In this situation where the very existence of mankind is in the balance, -. 
I derive some consolation from the fact that there is some common ground in the 
draft resolutions introduced in the Council. Irrespective of the fate of those 
draft resolutions, that common ground remains. it calls for urgent negotiations 
between the parties directly involved, though, as I said sarlier, the rest of 
the world is also an interested party. Ia this context, I cannot help expresing 
the view that some of the measures proposed or already taken, which the Council 
--is called upon to approve, are very unusual and, I might say, even extreordinary 
᾿ except in wartine. 


At the request of the permanent representatives of ἃ large number of Menber 
Governsents who have discussed the παῖδα amongst thenselves end with me, I 
have sent, through the permanent representatives of the tvo Governments, the 
. following identically worded message to the President of the United States of 
America and the Chairman of the Council of Ministers of the USak: 


"I have been agked by the yersanent representatives of a large 
nuaber of Menber Governments of the United Neticas to eddress an 
argent appeal to you in the present critical situation. These . 
representatives feel. thet in the interest of international peace 
and security, all concerned should refrain from any action which 
may aggravate the situation and bring with it the risk of war. 


“Ia their view it is important that tine should be given to 
enable the parties cancerned to get together with e view to resolving 
the present crisis peacefully and normalising the situation ia the 
Caribbean. This involves on the one hand the voluntary suspension 
of all aras shipments to Cube, and also the voluntary suspeasion of 
the quarantine measures involving the seerching of ships bound for 
Cubs.

I hope, however, that the need for such 
discussion will not deter the parties concerned from undertaking these 
discussions. In ny view it would be short-sighted for the parties concerned 
to seek assurances on the end result before the negotiations had even begun. 
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I bave stated in ay meszage to both the President of the United States of 
America and the Chairman of the Council of Ministers of the US&R that I shall 
gladly uke myself available to all parties for vhatever services I my be 
able to perfora. I repeat that pledge now. 


During the seventeen years that have passed since the end of the Second 
World War, there has never been a more dangerous or closer confrontation 
of the major Powers. At a time when the danger to world peace vas less 
inmediate, or so it appears by comparison, ny distinguished predecessor seid:

Dear Mr. Chairman: 


I have read your letter of October 26th with great care and welcomed 
the statement of your desire to seek a prompt solution to the problem. The 
first thing that needs to be done, however, is for work to cease on offensive 
missile bases in Cuba and for all weapons systems in Cuba capable of offensive 
uee to be rendered inoperable, under effective United Nations arrangenents. 


Assuming this is done promptly, I have given ny representatives in New = 
York instructions that will permit them to work out this weekend - in co- 
operation with the Acting Secretary General and your representative - an 
arrangement for a permanent solution to the Cubao problem along the Lines 
_auggested in your letter of October 26th. As I read your letter, the key 
elements of your proposals which seem generally acceptable as i under- 
stend thea - sre as followa: 


1. You would agree to remove these weapons systems from Cuba under 
appropriate United Nations observation ana supervision; ana undertake, with 


suitable safeguards, to halt the further introduction of such weapons syatens — 
dato Cube. 


2. We, on our part, would agree - upon the establishnent of adequate 
arrangenents through the United Nations to ensure the carrying out and con- 
tinuation of these commitnents - (a) to remove promptly the quarantine measures 
now in effect and (Ὁ) to give assurances agninst an invasion of Cube and 1 
an confident that other nations of the Western hemisphere would be prepared 
to do likewise. 


If you vill give your representative siniler instructions, there is a0 
reason why ve should not be able to complete these arrangements and ansounce 
then to the world vithin a couple of days: The effect of such a settlenent 
of easing world tensions would enable us to work toward ἃ more general errange- 
went regarding “other armaments", as proposed in your secoad letter which 
you wade public. I would like to say again that the United States is very 
much interested in reduciag tensions and haiting the arms race; and if your 
letter signifies that you are prepared to discuss a detente affecting HATO 


and the Warsaw Fact, we are quite prepared to consider with our allies any 
useful proposals. - 


But the first ingredient, let me enphasize, is the cessation of work 
on sis@ile sites in Cuba and measures to render such weapous inoperable, under

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effective international guarantees. The continuation of this threat, or a 
prolonging of thie discussion concerning Cuba by linking these problems to 
the broader questions of European sod world security, would surely lead ‘to 
an intensification of the Cuban crisis aod a grave risk to the peace of the 
world. For this reason I hope we can guickly agree along the Lines outlined 
in this letter and in your letter of October 26th. — “

I received your message of October 27th. I expressed ay 
satisfaction and thank you for the sense of proportion you have 
displayed, and the realization of the responsibility which now 
devolves on you for the preservation of the peace of the world. 


I regard with great understanding your concern and the — 
concern of the peoples of the United States of America in 
connection with the fact that the weapons you describe as offen- 
sive are formidable weapons, indeed. 


Both you and we understand what kind of weapons these are. 


In order to eliminate δὰ rapidly as possible the conflict which. 
endangers the cause of peace, to give assurance to all the peoples 


which crave peace, to reasuure the people of America who, I am 
sure also want peace, as the peoples of the Soviet Union do,

Pne distinguished efforts of Acting Secretary General Ὁ Thant 
have greatly facilitated both our tasks. Σ consider my letter ~ 
to you of Oct. 27 and your reply of today 85 firm undertakings 
on part of koth ovr Gevernments which should be promptly carried 
out. i hope thet the necessary measures can at once Be taken 
through the United Netions, as your message says, 50 that the 
Yaited States in turn will be able to remove the quarantine 
measures now in effect. I have already made arrangements to 
report all these matters to the Organization of American States, 
whose members shara a deep interest in a genuine peace in ths 
Caribsean area. , 


You rezerred in your lecter to a violation to your frontier 
by an American aizeraft in the area of the Chukotsk Peninsula. 
τ have learned that this plane, without arms or photographic 
equipment, was engaged in an air sampling mission in connection 
with your nuclear testa. Its course was direct from Eielson 
Air Force base in Alaska to the North Pole and return. In turn- 
ing south, the pilot made a sericus navigational error which 
carried him over Soviet territory. Se inmediately made an 
energency call on an open radio for navigational assistance 
and was guided back to his home base by the most direct route. 


I regret this incident and will see to it that every pre- 
caution is taken to: prevent reoccurrence.
